In his address, Keirn empha- 
sized that good progress is being 
made by the United States. 


“We are now on the threshold 
of success in the various tech- 
nological areas,”’ the general said, 
“and will soon be ready to em- 
bark on an experimental flight de- 
velopment phase looking toward 
a prototype aircraft as the next 
logical step in the program.” 


NOT SPECIFIC 


Keirn, in talking to reporters, 
declined to be specific about the 
nature of this prototype atomic 
plane, In his formal address, he 
said such a plane might be sim- 
ilar in weight and size to the 
present jet-powered B52 heavy 
bomber. 


A B52 weighs more than 400,000 
pounds, has a wingspan of 185 
feet.

The duke and the wife denied 
committing adultery. 


DUKE RESIGNS 


The husband did not seek costs 
from the duke because the duke 
was protected by diplomatic im- 
munity when the petition was 
filed. Later he resigned as am- 
bassador. 


The judge said he was satisfied 
adultery was committed in 1957. 
At the time of the marriage, he 
said, Greville-Bell had been di- 
vorced by his first wife for deser- 
tion.

Ervin Ends Probe,

WASHINGTON (#)\—Sen. Ervin (D-NC) wound up 
Thursday a Senate probe of union boycotting with an 
assertion the Teamsters Union is thrusting a “super 
law” on the U.S. government.

The court president, Lt. Col. Rolf Schnorf, said 
proceedings in the partly secret trial proved 
Gerta was an agent of the Czech intelligence

If, as Shaw claims, 
it is impossible for one man to keep up 
with the volume of business handled by 
his office, why didn’t he select top as- 
sistants who would perform their duties 
to the best interests of the taxpayer rath- 
er than to benefit certain firms and in- 
dividuals who sell to the state? 


Williams, meanwhile, made the star- 
tling statement that not only has there 
been “stealing” in the revenue depart- 
ment before and since he took office but 
“it'll happen after I’ve gone.” 


His stated belief that there will be 
some stealing any time an organization 
handles more than 300 million dollars an- 
nually is a poor recommendation for him 
as head of any agency in state govern- 
ment, much less the revenue department. 

Williams also took pains to claim that 
five sales tax officials, who are under in- 
dictments charging embezzlement, were 
“inherited by me.” 

This, along with all other frantic ef- 
forts to shift the blame to a former ad- 
ministration, is a flimsy excuse to coffer 
for the slipshod, wasteful end revolting 
goings-on during the past four years. 

Any gesture toward winking at 
wrongdoing on the grounds that it has 
happened before and thus is an estab- 
lished pattern is a sad commentary on the 
character of state government and upon 
any so-called public servants who have 
such an attitude.

West Cannot Surrender 


Its Berlin Beachhead 


The anticipated crisis in Berlin may 
materialize more quickly than Moscow 
at first’ indicated. Yesterday the West 
Berlin government was informed by the 
Russian ambassador that occupation of 
the city would be “liquidated.” 


This, of course, means that Moscow 
intends to turn over its part of the city 
to the East German government, which 
the West has refused to recognize, If we 
intend to stay in Berlin—and we will 
stay even if it means war—all dealings 
with the East zone of the city would have 
to be with the East German Communist 
government. 


The East Germans also would have 
charge of controlling Western Allies’ 
traffic to and from Berlin. This brings 
up the specter of another blockade which 
could be imposed at any time. It also 
promises the unpleasant prospect of 
armed hostilities should such a blockade 
extend to the air lanes. 


Once again we find the Russians prob- 
ing and harassing wherever there is a 
weak spot in the West’s armor. Berlin— 
thanks to foolish mistakes in the past in 
trusting the Russians—is such a spot. 

The Western occupation zones cf the 
city with their prosperity are a constant 
embarrassment to the Communists. The 
more than a million inhabitants involved 
will not be abandoned. If attempts are 
made to dislodge us by force, World War 
III very well might start there.

Worried Parents Seek 


Answers From Leaders 


The extraordinary volume of mail 
coming to The Constitution from anxious 
parents concerned with possible closing 
of the public schools is almost unanimous 
in opposition to any such action. While 
many of them deplore the thought of in- 
tegration, they are appalled even more 
at the idea of no education for their 
children. 

This anxiety became especially evi- 
dent after Sen. Talmadge’s Washington 
statement expressing doubt about pre- 
serving the status quo under present state 
laws. The favorable response to Mayor 
Hartsfield’s and to Rep. Muggsy Smith’s 
suggestion that local option be the de- 
termining rule also was eye-opening. 
And, as Mr. Smith said, let no one be 
misled that what happens to Atlanta will 
spare the rest of the state. 

With the day of decision coming 
nearer by the week, so does the bleak 
prospect of closed schools. And if this 
prospect materializes, the unpleasant con- 
sequences to Atlanta and the state would 
be such as to shake Georgia to its founda- 
tions. Our political leaders and all citi- 
zens should ponder now just what these 
consequences would be. 

Georgia, which is fortunate in hav- 
ing the experiences of Virginia and Ar- 
kansas to.draw from, has time to think 
it over. If there’s no solution other than 
to close the schools, the people should 
be told the brutal truth. 

If communities are to be denied the 
right of local option, the state will be do- 
ing in local affairs exactly what ‘t ac- 
cuses the federal gove?fnment of doing to 
the state, 

It is past the stage when denuncia- 
tions, breast-beating 'and reassurances 
can substitute for realistic approaches. 
Violence and destruction of property will 
not make the problem go away. White 
and Negro leaders must find a way out. 

Meanwhile, if public reaction is any 
guide, the people do not want their 
schools closed nor do they want private 
education for only the wealthy. Such ac- 
tion would become a political issue which 
in time very likely would destroy those 
responsible for it.

In order to survive a nuclear war a 
nation must strive to save as much of its 
population as possible should there be 
an attack. That, briefly, is the reason for 
civil defense. That is the direction of all 
planning for civil defense—to save the 
country, you must save the people. 

At Macon, where the Georgia Civil 
Defense Assn. has been in session, Judge 
Thomas H. Goodman, regional director 
of the Office of Civil Defense Mobiliza- 
tion, declared “We must prepare for 
treachery.”

The best program for survival, Judge 
Goodman said, is family protection 
through individual effort. Citizens them- 
selves must learn self-protection. Infor- 
mation on how to do that is available 
through civil defense agencies. Georgia’s 
Survival Plan is now being organized in 
all major target areas and evacuation 
points. 

A strong and effective civil defense 
effort is not only insurance against at- 
tack but is a guarantee of survival of 
millions should there be such an attack. 
Professional and volunteer civil defense 
workers deserve our support, gratitude 
and cooperation.

Atlantan Says There Must Be Sickness

Atlanta—Perhaps as an after- 
math of the Halloween season, 
weird reports keep appearing in 
the Atlanta newspapers concern- 
ing so-called private school plans. 
One such plan has been advanced 
by a man whose children and 
mine attend the same public 
school here. It provides essential- 
ly for the sale of this and other 
public schools in Atlanta to a pri- 
vate “nonprofit” corporation. 
Parents would then have the priv- 
ilege of sending their children to 
a private school operated by this 
corporation at an estimated cost 
of $500 per child. This man real- 
izes many parents could not af- 
ford such a tuition but he says, 
and I quote from your report: 
“It would be better if half the 
children in Atlanta received an 
education than if none did.” 

I won't mentton this man’s 
name since I cannot believe he 
really means what he says. Nor 
will I comment on the unworkable 
administrative aspects of his pro- 
posal, so clearly evidenced in the 
makeshift schools of Little Rock; 
or on the fact that not half the 
children in Atlanta would receive 
any formal education at all ac- 
cording to his plan, but little bet- 
ter than a 10th. 

What does concern me, how- 
ever, and deeply, is that in a 
community whose members over- 
whelmingly profess Judaeo-Chris- 
tian principles, in the middle of 
the 20th century A.D., someone 
can blandly propose to educate 
only half the children in his city. 

It seems to me that when such 
things happen there must be a 
sickness within our social fiber. 

Those who propose to educate 
only children whose parents can 
afford $500 tuition, and never 
mind the rest, should reflect on 
the fact we are told that Christ 
died for all men. They should re- 
member that our public schools 
were created for the benefit of all 
children in America, not just for 
their own.

Liberals Prepare 
To Kill Filibuster 


The probable greatest personal 
winner is Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon. As the Senate’s pre- 
siding officer, he may well de- 
cisively shape the outcome. The 
probable collective loser, at least 
to some extent, is the Democrat- 
ic Party. Possible eventual 
losers may be all future minori- 
ties — economic, religious, ra- 
cial or sectional—to the imme- 
diate gain of the currently mis- 
treated minority, the Negroes. 


The argument will involve a 
dusty’ thing, the Senate anti-fil- 
ibuster rule—‘Rule 22.” A fil- 
ibuster is endless talking to pre- 
vent a vote. It can be halted 
now only by decision of two-thirds 
of the entire Senate membership. 

A Southern Old Guard faction 
would resist any change what- 
ever. . It is, however, a_ tiny 
group, and it is melting fast. 

A faction of advanced liberals 
is demanding an alteration so 
extreme that ats adoption would 
end the Senate as a unique de- 
liberative body. 

They wish to make it possible 
for two-thirds of those senators 
voting to clamp down on a fil- 
ibuster by a process called clo- 
ture after two days’ notice. But 
they would go much beyond this 
moderate reform—and this is the 
kernel of it—to permit the barest 
Senate majority, or 49 members, 
to put on cloture after 15 days. 

This would make the Senate 
only a somewhat slower House of 
Representatives. The slimmest 
Senate majority, after 15 days,

The third and. probably the

For many years the liberals 
have blamed the filibuster for 
their inability to enact legisla- 
tion in behalf of Negro rights. 
Last year a bill was passed—the 
first in eight decades—without 
any change -in the rules. This, 
however, has never satisfied the 
liberals, who think it did not go 
far enough. And their cause has 
been immeasurably aided by 


Southern defiance of the courts. — 


But the filibuster in Senate his- 
tory has been more often a lib- 
eral than a conservative imple- 
ment. 


Moreover, the Senate is funda- 
mentally a non-majority institu- 
tion, the smallest state has equal 
representation with the largest. 
That unlimited debate has been 
much abused is undeniable. But 
the Fifth Amendment, under 
which a single man can refuse, 
to testify against himself, how- 
ever guilty, also has been abused. 

Some conservatives would de- 
stroy the Fifth Amendment for 
its shortcomings, forgetting its 
towering nobility. Now, many 
liberals forget that the filibuster 
weapon has many times halted 
vindictive legislation.

He 
went on to suggest that some 
people are unable to manage 
small concerns, and he told me 
about several patients whose lives 
became entangled in a web of 
trifles. 

In my own experience in coun- 
selling with couples who are con- 
templating divorce I try to pin 
down those reasons which make 
a man and woman wish to break 
their marriage ties. Again and 
again I find that they can single 
out no one overriding cause. 
Rather they tell me of the many 
little things which disturb their 
marital harmony, 

How can we best deal with 
such trifles which are individ- 
ually insignificant but which 
often seem, deceptively, to be so

terribly important? I have said 
that some trifles ought to be 
accepted and some can be elimi- 
nated. But more than this it is 
necessary for us to get a new 
sense of values by enlarging our 
mental and spiritual lives. 

Jesus did not have time for tri- 
fles. At no point in the Gospels 
do I read that He ever became 
angered or irritated by the pe- 
culiar habits or manrerisms of 
His associates. The kinds of things 
that baffle and bewilder us, that 
send our blood pressure up and 
that make us say unkind words, 
did not disturb Him. The reason 
was that His purposes in life 
were large and grand horizons 
that loomed clear and bold before 
Him. We, too, can share the 
largeness of His life. Our hearts 
can become so big that there is no 
room for little worries. 

If our lives are full of love, we 
shall love people in spite of their 
little annoyances and we shall love 
life in spite of minor irritations. 

If we through faith and prayer 
gain mastery in life, we shall not 
be tortured to death by pinpricks. 
The great values in life will over- 
shadow the irritations of trifles.

wreck UNESCO on the ground that it is anti-Communist. The evi- 
dence which was pieced together to suggest that UNESCO (United 
Nations’ Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization) was pro- 
Communist never did stand up against a factual test. 


It undoubtedly will survive this 
attack from the opposite direction 
—from the Soviet delegation to 
UNESCO’s 10th general confer- 
ence now in session in Paris. 


The charges which the Soviets 
are showering down on UNESCO 
in Paris—that it is a ‘‘tool of the 
West,” that it “helps warmon- 
gers’ and that it engages in 
“anti-Soviet propaganda’’—are 
also without proof. 

It is for this reason most friends 
of UNESCO feel Moscow’s real 
purpose is to try to make it im- 
possible for it to function. Hav- 
ing failed to deter UNESCO by 
boycotting it for years, the Soviets 
are seeking to wreck it by sys- 


tematic obstruction from within. 

When UNESCO was founded 
13 years ago, the Soviet Union

The wholesale value 
of your 1951 model is listed 
right now at about $200. So 
whatever you paid for it, $200 
represents the cash value of 
your investment .at the moment. 
How important is that invest- 
ment to you? 


TOTAL LOSS 


If the car or any part of it 
were stolen or damaged by fire, 
the theft and fire insurance 
would reimburse you. And if the 
car were stolen or caught fire, 
the loss would likely be a total 
one. Yet the premium for fire 
and theft insurance is not high 
for the total protection it af- 
fords, and the reimbursement 
would restore the car to its pre- 
vious condition (or replace it), 
with no additional cash outlay 


from you. So it might be wise 


to keep the fire and theft in- 
surance. 


But the premium for collision 
insurance (which covers damage 
to your own car) is costlier, 
and even with the insurance, an 
accident is likely to cost you 
money. Suppose, for instance, 
that your car were wrecked to 
the tune of $150 in repairs. If 
your collision insurance were a 
$50-deductible policy, the insur- 
ance company would pay $100 
of that repair bill. But you’d 
have to pay the first $50. 


$200 VALUE 


Even after you ‘and the insur- 
ance company had paid for re- 
pairing the car, its value would 
remain at $200. It would mean 
that you have put an additional 
$50 into the car which you can’t 
get back when you sell it— 
plus the collision insurance pre- 
mium which you paid. Together 
they would amount to about 50 
per cent of the car’s value. 


On a car as old as yours, it 
would probably be cheaper in 
the long run to skip the col- 
lision insurance and apply the 
premium to maintenance—but 
only if you can afford to re- 
place the car without financial 
help from anybody.

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Blazing Gasoline Barges 


Drift Toward Big Dam 


Explosion Sets Off Spectacular Fire; 
Crewman Missing in River in Illinois: 


GOLCONDA, Ill. (?—Three huge gasoline barges 
erupted into flames on the Ohio River Thursday night, 


lighting the sky for miles around, and drifted toward a | 


big government lock and dam. 


The towboat Barbara Lee of the 
Gulf Transport Co., Houston, Tex. 
cut loose from the barges imme- 
diately after an explosion touched 
off the blaze. 


One crewman was missing and 
three others were treated for 
burns, Illinois State Police report- 
ed. 


The burning barges, loaded with 
thousands of gallons of gasoline, 
bumped along the Illinois shore 
toward the lock arid dam one half 
mile below Golconda. 


The town of Golconda, popula- 
tion 1,100, was protected by a 
levee from the heat of the flames 
and was not believed in peril. Ex- 
cept for a houseboat tied up at 
Golconda,. the closest structures 
were about one block from the 


river bank, 


But said the two- 
story operations building at dam 
51, along with a warehouse and 
four dwellings, might catch fire. 
There also was the danger of 
further explosions, he said, if the 
barges hang up in the lock, 110 
feet long. 


“T’m afraid they might burn us 
out,”” he said, 


Warnings were issued at Gol- 
conda and other river towns in 
the area. The four families living 
at the dam were evacuated. A 
steam derrick work boat used by 
the Army engineers at the dam 
was moved to the Kentucky shore. 


Flames from the burning barges 
were visible for more than 10 
miles.

Vanderbilt is a dark horse in the Sugar Bowl Derby. Coach 
Art Guepe’s Commodores have lost only to Clemson, but three 
ties blot their record. 


If Vanderbilt upends Tennessee on Nov. 29, the Commodores 
look like a solid bet to visit either New Orleans or Jacksonville. 
The Gator Bowlers have, at one time or another, mentioned virtually 
every team with less than four defeats. An upset verdict over Florida 
Saturday would probably catapult Florida State into the Gator Bowl. 
A convincing Florida victory might earn the verdict for the Gators, 
Then, there’s Clemson and Ole Miss still on the list. 


The Cotton Bowl is anxiously awaiting the outcome of the TCU- 
Rice fracas Saturday, and bidding for Syracuse against the Orange 
Bowl. TCU and the Air Force may wind up trading touchdowns in 
Dallas. 


The once-famous Rose Bowl already has Iowa as the Big Ten 
representative.
